The naval base in the Bay of Teriberka was establishec in 1937. Until that 
date Teriberka was a fishing site where the motor fishing cutters were stationed 
CRS) = of the "Sevgosrybtrest" (Government Fishery Trust of the North).

Coast in 1935/192662) it. was stated that Teriberka would be an excellent base for 
the worthern Fleet. J’s early as 1936 the former Northern Flotilla was re- 
organized to form the Nerthern Fleet, whose developrent made rapid progress 
under Stalin's personal influence. io military installations were in Teri~ 
berka at that time. Trom then on coastal battery positions as ..ell as roads 
and camps were built there. In 1937 the coast battery was manned, while a 
worker's brigade of the "Bolshevik-iiorks" of Leningrad emplaced the guns. 

In the fall of 1937 the first battery of four BAT™=5 guns. caliber 130 mn 
(probably 130 cm) located on the I) coast of thr entrance to the bay, was 
completed. The second baitery of two runs on the lighthouse spit was added 

in 1948, The guns were scrved by crews of the detached artillery rerinent of 
i urinals. 


In 1938, six torpedo cutters and ihree PT boats arrived there. Surface vessels 
and submarines occasionally held training maneuvers there. 


The fishing plants were transferred to Murmansk while the population was 
retained for executing the construction work. The popuzation was evacuated 
after the arrival of the 325vh Infantry Reriment in the surrer of 1939. 


the naval forces were also reinforced by the addition of some submarine- 
chasers and PT boats and three cubmarines of the Shzhuka type. In 191 
Teriberka wac a comparatively well-fittec naval base and was considered the 
next=<best base after Polyarnoy:.
